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PRESIDENTIAL REPORT ON PROGRESS TOWARD GOALS, FOURTH QUARTER, FISCAL 1998 

1. Achieve the fiscal goals of the Academy in the operating and capital sectors necessary to sound financial health 

of the institution. 

a. Achieve results as budgeted. (5%) Projected net revenues of $80,000 which converts to a net loss of 

$96,000 for operations when $176,000 of investment gains are subtracted; this against a 
budgeted year end deficit for operations of $182,000. 

b. Achieve annual operating contributions and grants of $1,893,000. (15%) Projected total of $1,974,000. 

c. Move campaign gifts and pledges from $4.5 million to $10 million by end of fiscal 1998. (25%) 

Pledge total at $1 1.0 million, including naming gift, Johnson Family Foundation Match in 
full, as of April 27. As of this writing, 100% of the Johnson Family Foundation Match has 
been met , and 20 of 27 trustees have responded to the special Trustee Challenge. The first 
year of a $50 million, 5-year State funding initiative for museum capital programs has been 
passed by the State Legislature and signed into law by the Governor; this will mean $1-2 
million for the Academy over five years period if the legislature continues the appropriation 
in each of the following years. NSF proposal pending for Butterfly Haven. Campaign 
Committees are active with a new Campaign Group formed to meet weekly. 

2. Complete new museum building, begin installation of exhibits, and assure coordinated, exciting opening. (15%) 

a. Working through COO to achieve beneficial occupancy by end of August, 1998. End of September. 

b. Work with COO to determine final exhibit package for Board approval, complete exhibit design, engage 

fabricators, begin installation by September 30, 1998. Exhibit package approved at September 
meeting; exhibit design proceeding; release of fabrication proposed for today's meeting; 
exploring collaborations with DePaul and National Park Service. 

c. Working with COO, produce integrated business and program development plan, including staffing, 

income-generating programs, and docent training, for Nature Museum. Integrated schedules in 
hand; draft operations budget for new museum presented at January meeting; staffing 
projections in budget proposed at today's meeting. 

3. Execute unified development and communications plan to build image, identity, and audience. (10%) 

a. Apply image, identity, and communications plan to achieve broad interest and involvement in the 

opening of the new museum. New logo now on letterhead, business cards, and publications; 
annual report distributed October; fundraising brochure achieving great use and attention ; 
two video tapes produced with the help of WGN, 'Topping Out' Ceremony, Bill Mullen 
(Tribune) interviews, 'Nature Lab' installed for summer months; meetings with Daily 
Herald and Sun Times editorial boards; three Silver Trumpet Awards for excellence in 
public relations activities; annual review of Kemper Lesnik activities presented today. 

b. Implement search for corporate program sponsorship and other elements of integrated development and 

communications plan. Continuing to meet with potential corporate sponsors; recent additions 
include several food companies and a chemical company, ITW, Sears, and Bank America; 
new Vice President for Development and Marketing beginning July 1. 

c. Hold at least three friend/fundraising activities per month including activities with the Auxiliary Board 

and the Advisory Council. The ICASL lecture series were delivered along with numerous site 
tours and lunches with the President. Butterfly Ball site tour; Plant and Garden Sale, 
cocktail party at the Sudler residence, three Academy follow-up luncheons and site tours. 
See schedule attached to the agenda for upcoming summer and fall cultivation events. 

4. Expand reach of Academy's Outreach, On-Line and Research programs. (10%) 

a. Expand reach of outreach and teacher training programs and develop collaborations; integrate with 
programming for Nature Museum. Eco-Cit and Science on the Go fully subscribed with more 
schools purchasing the programs with their own funds than ever before; new Science on the Go 
grant awarded to fund incorporation of math activities more extensively into the program. 
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Academy programs this year served 175 Chicago Public Schools, more than a third of K-8 
schools. The programs served 813 teachers and 27,000 students. Several additional private 
schools have signed contracts. New programming with Museums in the Parks and the 
Chicago Park District; YMCA; Girl Scouts; under discussion with El Valor and Chicago 
Youth Centers; summer teacher training programs underway; participating in Illinois- 
Indiana Sea Grant educational program. 

b. Develop collaborations for establishing Science Scene Programs and extending their reach; integrate 

with programming for Nature Museum. Northwestern University contributing more resources for 
TEENS; Science Scene Business Advisory Board underway. Science Scene graduation June 28; 
new class selected and operating from Nature Lab and Irving Park space; very successful 
site visit from Howard Hughes Medical Institute; summer camp activities being prepared; 
several donors interested in expanding the program. 

c. Extend advanced technology programs TEEE, DEED, and Science Power On-Line video programming 

into new sites and introduce into programming at the Nature Museum. CAOS.Club and 
Museums in the Classroom providing Web-cast video broadcasting for teacher training and 
classroom programming reaches over 887 classrooms in 400 schools distributed in all 7 
educational hubs and 64 counties around Illinois; 15 new TEEE schools in training; 
educational collaborations being explored with Hawaii and the Chicago Public School 
system. 

d. Explore development of resources for ICASL and other research programs, particularly 'Nature. Polis, 

and Ethics' sponsored jointly with the Hastings Center; explore options for programming in the 
Nature Museum including major scientific symposium for opening year. ICASL receives 
$100,000 for US Biotechnology survey to parallel European and Japanese surveys; NASA 
contract renewed; excellent international symposia with many new contacts, especially Russia and 
Togo, to celebrate 40th anniversary of Sputnik. Discussions continue with Frans de Waal 
regarding symposium on large brained mammals for inaugural year of new museum. ICASL 
report on science literacy about to be submitted to Congress; exciting spring lecture series in 
place; collaboration with Hastings Center, Chicago Wilderness, Chicago Center for Religion and 
Science continue; publication planned for Nature Polis and Ethics project in spring. Possible 
collaboration with Monsanto under discussion. Recognition of Chicago Peregrine Release, CAS, 
and director emeritus William Beecher by Chicago Audubon Society. Thirteen peregrines were 
hatched this year and are about to fledge, an all time record for the Peregrine Release 
Program. ICASL report 'Science and Technology: Public Attitudes and Public 
Understanding' being delivered to Congress on July 1 as part of Science and Engineering 
Indicators 1998. Dr. Miller will headline the NSF press conference on the document (see 
enclosed press release); PGH named to Illinois Science and Technology Advisory Committee. 

e. Develop Chicago Wilderness and Chicago Millennium collaborations; explore options for programming 

in the Nature Museum. Grants to serve as web site manager for Chicago Wilderness; CW 
research grant to explore how to relate various ethnic groups to biodiversity and 
conservation topics with grants from Strachan Donnelley and US-EPA; Millennium 
celebration coincides with opening year of new museum; collaboration with OpenLands and 
Mobil Oil on education programs for Midewin National Prairie and I&M Canal; new grants 
support extension of CW messages into YMCA and Girl Scouts. 

5. Attract five new trustees who leaders in the business or philanthropic community. (10%) Two appointed at 

October Board meeting; one nominee presented at January meeting; one nominee presented 
at April Board meeting.

According to the By-Laws, the Board reviews and approves the committee charges. 
The following committee charges are recommended. 

Executive — The Executive Committee members, designated by the By-Laws, are the officers 
and such others as may be appointed by the Board. It is suggested that all chairpersons of 
committees be added to the Executive Committee. The Executive Committee acts for the Board 
between its meetings within the scope set forth by the By-Laws. 

Nominating — The Nominating Committee is defined in the Academy By-Laws. The committee 
seeks to bring to the board new trustees who appreciate the purpose and mission of the Academy 
and have the commitment, abilities, and resources to support it; evaluates the representativeness 
of the Board; makes recommendation as to the size of the Board; evaluates the performance and 
service of current Board members; and evaluates and makes recommendations to the Board 
regarding elections to Scientific Governors, Honorary Trustees, and Academy Council. 

Finance and Audit — The Finance Committee, reviews the budget as drafted by the staff and 
proposes it to the Board; monitors the financial performance of the Academy throughout the year, 
approving alterations to the projection as necessary; reviews the financial statements, and reports 
quarterly to the Board; oversees Academy insurance coverage; assesses Academy compliance 
with the financial criteria which make it eligible for funds from the tax levy and from the 
Aquarium and Museums Bond Fund; chooses an investment manager, provides instructions 
governing the management of the portfolio, and monitors the manager's performance; 
recommends financial advisors as needed; recommends nature and timing of special financing for 
the Academy; manages and monitors Academy long-term debt; chooses and receives the report of 
the certified public accountants. 

Development and Marketing — The Development and Marketing Committee, sets goals for 
annual giving for individuals, corporations, and foundations; mobilizes the entire trusteeship to 
attain these goals; establishes planned giving and endowment programs; sets fundraising programs 
related to special events and major exhibits; establishes goals and programs for general 
memberships and special advisory groups; oversees initial phases of fundraising campaign for 
expansion; recommends and monitors fundraising counsel. 

The Committee, works to strengthen the image of the Academy in the community and with public 
agencies, builds public participation in the activities of the Academy; reviews marketing plans and 
product development; organizes and sponsors special events. The committee may involve 
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advisory groups in these promotional activities, and may recommend special counsel. 

Education and Exhibits — The Education and Exhibits Committee, sets goals for the education 
and exhibits program of the Academy; evaluates new opportunities and current educational 
services, including outreach, teacher training, on-line, and collaborative programs, which the 
Academy might provide: reviews proposals for major permanent and temporary exhibits and 
recommends them to the Board; develops strategic exhibit plans for the New Museum. 

Facilities Administration — The Committee, reviews and monitors all policies affecting the 
Academy's real estate and administrative services. The Committee shall develop policies relating 
to the buildings and grounds of the Academy including future growth plans, security and safety 
and others support services such as stores and food service. 

By-Laws and Legal — The By-Laws and Legal Committee, reviews the By-Laws for changes 
which might improve the functioning of the Academy; monitors the legal position of the Academy 
with regard to suits and other legal actions which might involve the Academy; examines 
relationships between the Academy and various advisory groups which may be formed; reviews 
personnel administration and assures adherence to legal requirements. 

Research and Symposium Committee — The Research and Symposium Committee, sets goals 
for the biological research and collections programs of the Academy in accordance with its stated 
purpose and mission; reviews the state of the collections and makes recommendations relating to 
the care of the material and increased use by the scientific community; authorizes the development 
of proposals for major scientific meetings and presents such proposals to the Board. 

The Committee, reviews the programs of the International Center and makes appropriate 
recommendations to the Board. 

The Campaign Cabinet — This committee, shall be responsible for the fund raising policies and 
programs needed to ensure the success of the Campaign for the 21st Century to build and equip 
the new Nature Museum of the Academy. The membership shall consist of the Chairs of four 
subcommittees (Civic Leadership, Individual Gifts, Local Business and Special Events) and 
several 'at large' members.

Collections and Research Dept 
Quarterly Report, Apr- June 1998 



Collections/Archives: 

1. Participated in the Education program 'Museums in the Classroom' giving collections tours, 
taking digital pictures of museum specimens, leading bird walks etc. 

2. Continued work with exhibit department on Wilderness Walk, the Collections Demo area and 
on the issue of mounted specimens for the new building. 

3. Continued to process loans and all requests for information (phone, letter & E-mail) relating 
the archives, collections & research departments. (Interesting to note the number of out-of- 
state questions regarding bluebirds, Illinois birds, and peregrines. The questions are 
obviously generated after the individual has visited the Academy web site.) 

4. Continued monitoring of the collections, including routine fumigation, spot checks of cabinets 
etc. 

Information/Loan Req uests; 

Request Totals - Collns/ Archives = 21, Research = 40 
Photograph loan to Ferret Research Inc. Prompted donation of $50.00 by said 
organization. Loans of specimens to the education department (study skins and fossils) and Tim 
Barrett (MS thesis on snakes). Return of frogs loaned to Amy Reader at the University of 
Illinois. 

Research: 

1. Continued work with the peregrine restoration program including; retrieval of immature 
fledglings (4) , retrieval of injured birds (1), monitoring peregrine nestings (9 territories of which 
5 actively bred with a total of 13 young banded), recording miscellaneous sightings, answering 
information requests and working with building managers. 

2. Retrieved injured fledgling peregrine (from the Allerton Hotel eyrie). Bird currently is in 
rehab at the Raptor Center in Minnesota. 

3. Arranged for the Lincoln Park Zoo to assist with the peregrine program under the Academy's 
direction. Also increased the peregrine volunteer numbers. 

4. Continued work on the web sites for the peregrine program, Illinois Bluebird Project, and the 
Illinois Ornithological Society. 

5. Accepted position as Vice-President of the Illinois Ornithological Society. Continued work as 
Board Member of the Illinois Bluebird Project. 

6. Accepted three year position as a member of the University of Chicago's Institutional Animal 
Care and Use Committee. 

Programs/Tours: 

On 1 1 days gave collections tours (at times multiple tours within the day) for the 
following groups; Academy education programs (TEEE), and nonaffiliated schools.

3. Through 5/3 1/98 we have spent $7.6 million on construction leaving $5.4 million to 
complete. 

4. Change orders nos: 1 2 - 29 have been signed by the Academy increasing the current 
Guaranteed Maximum Price from $12,627 million to $12,692 million, a net change of 
$65 K. 

5. The anticipated base building cost remains at $ 13.0 million excluding exhibit 
infrastructure costs. 

6. The exhibit infrastructure costs are estimated at $690 K which can be accommodated 
within the total project budget of $31.8 million. 

7. Following the completion of American National Bank's due diligence review of the 
Nature Museum project, we expect to close on the second tranche of Academy bonds in 
the principal amount of $5.7 million on or about July 30, 1 998. 

8. The Facilities and Administration Committee has directed that a review of the Academy's 
entire employee benefits package be undertaken to determine its overall cost effectiveness 
and its competitive standing vis-a-vis similar institutions.

As requested by the Executive Committee, we have reviewed the implications of the issuance of 
the Academy's two tranches of long term bonds and their impact on debt service over the next 5 
years. 

We have examined two scenarios which depict the extremes of debt retirement based on our 
projections ot revenues and expenses for the Academy as a whole. 

(a) Minimum contractual pay down 

(b) Accelerated pay down 

Both scenarios are based on the same Cash Flows from Operations data and are attached as 
Exhibits A and B to this memorandum. 

Findings 

In Exhibit A the maintenance of a heavy debt load results in negative cash flows for 3 years with a 
maximum negative cash flow of <293> in fiscal 200 1 . 

In Exhibit B we experience negative cash flows for only 2 years with a maximum of <1 88> in 
fiscal 2001. 

Conclusion 

Both of these scenarios demonstrate that the Academy can manage the payment of both principal 
and interest on the long term bonds within its existing short term credit line which at June 30 1998 
stands at $2.3 million. We have planned to utilize $1.0 million of this facility in fiscal 1999 for 
both start-up expenses and for the Nature Museum project. This will leave $1.3 million available 
as at 6/30/99 which will be sufficient to cover these cumulative cash flow deficits until operations 
generate positive cash flow.
